129 Bodies Counted; 
Fighting Continues 
Northeast of Saigon 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S. Ma­ 
rines, fighter-bombers and artil­ 
lery battered as many as 600 
North Vietnamese troops in an 
area south of Da Nang m ilitary 
spokesmen reported today . 
After a day long stream of fire 
from M arines sweeping through 
the area Friday and bombard­ 
m ent by planes the M arines re­ 
ported counting the bodies of 129 
North Vietnamese soldiers. 
M arine casualties were put at 
six killed and 12 wounded.

Sow Munitions Dumps Explode 


Two servicemen from th e Salem area were among 
th e fortu nate ones to escape inju ry in th e mammoih mu ­ 
nitions du mp blast at Da Nang air base in Vietnam April 28. 
Sgt. Jeffrey Esh elman, son of Mr a nd Mrs. Willia m 
Esbelma n of Beloit, was tem porarily moved to th e Ph ilip­ 
pines after th e blast destroyed h is squ adron’s barracks. 
Sgt. Ga ry Dea n, son of Mr. a nd Mrs. Ra y Dea n. 1357 
N. Lincoln Ave., wrote h ome. “ I h ope I never see any­ 
th ing like th at th e rest of my life.” He said th e explosions 
continu ed for 24 h ou rs and th e sou nd of th e periodic blasts 
of detonated sh ells and bombs was 20 times th e sou nd of 
a sonic boom. Some of th e bombs were 2,000-pou nders. 
Actu ally, five mu nitions du mps blew u p and th e explo­ 
sions destroyed barracks and th e concu ssion broke win­ 
dows in th e ch apel and oth er bu ildings two miles distant. 
Fortu nately, th ere were few inju ries, alth ou gh th e 
da ­ 
mage was extensive and th e cost to taxpayers h igh . Iron­ 
ically. th e du mp was set off wh en a grass fire spread ou t 
o f control, th e Associated Press reported originally.

Speaking this week to the Wisconsin Depart­ 
ment of Natural Resources, a SweJlsh tox icolo­ 
gist revealed some frightening statistics. 
Dr. Goran Lofroth of Stockholm University ’s 
radiobiology department said that breast-fed in­ 
fants throughout the world are ingesting ap­ 
prox imately double the amount of DDT com­ 
pounds recommended as a max imum daily in­ 
take by the World Health Organization. 


HE EXPLAINED t h a t the intake of these 
children is in the range of ex posure at which 
laboratory animals begin to show biochemical 
changes 
The frightening aspect of his report came in 
these words: “ What these changes mean is not 
known and one cannot predict the consequ­ 
ences.” 


The Last Laugh 


Artist Peter Hurd has found the silver lining 
in the dark cloud that enveloped his painting of 
Ly ndon B. Johnson when the Tex an still resided 
in the White House. 
You’ll recall that Mr. Johnson evaluated Mr. 
Hurd’s egg tempera painting with the classic 
critic phrase: “It’s the ugliest thing 1 ever 
saw.” 
Understandably piqued, Mr. Hurd returned 
the $6,000 retainer fee to the commissioning 
White House Historical Association and re­ 
trieved his portrait. 
Following that, he offered it for public sale. 
Taking note of the rising interest in the paint­ 
ing as a curiosity , he pulled It back from the 
auction block and offered it to the Smithsonian 
Institution which administers the National Por­ 
trait Gallery . 
And that is when he found the silver lining. 
A Monday reception will mark the hanging of 
the portrait in the prime position in the east 
corridor presidential gallery . 
Not a bad fate for a painting that couldn’t 
make the White House wall. 


Dr. Lofroth headed a committee on environ­ 
mental tox icology which submitted reports on 
DDT to the Swedish National Poisons and Pesti­ 
cides Board. The board has now outlawed the 
use of DDT in Sweden for two y ears, beginning 
nex t Jan. 1. 
The breast fed babies, according to Dr. Lo­ 
froth, take in .02 milligrams per kilogram of 
DDT i ntheir mother's milk while the World 
Health Organization has set .01 milligram » 3 
the max imum recommended daily intake. 


INCREASING CONCERN is being shown in 
the United States with respect to the use 
o f 
DDT and other insecticides. The Swedish scien­ 
tist's findings are of such a significant nature 
that they should be quickly checked for verifi­ 
cation in this country and appropriate action 
taken if they are substantiated. 
The though of y oung American mothers un­ 
knowingly poisoning 
their infants at 
their 
breasts seems incredible in this day of advan­ 
ced science and knowledge—but apparently , as 
a result of that same science’s accomplishment 
in developing DDT, it well may be true. 


Logical Decision 
The no-punishment decision by the secretary 
of the Navy in the Pueblo case has picked up 
public and private support. 
John H. Chaffee rejected a Navy court of in­ 
quiry recommendation of a general court mar- 
that for Cmdr. Lloy d Bucher and Lt. Stephen R. 
Harris, who was in charge of the ship’s intellig­ 
ence unit. 
Reaction to the secretary ’s ruling has been 
generally favorable with an assessment by Sen. 
Richard B. Russell, who was chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee during the 
Pueblo incident, reflecting the feelings shared 
by many : 
“There was dereliction all down the line. It 
wouldn’t have been fair to punish or admonish 
the juniors in the matter if it hadn’t also gone 
across the board to the joint chiefs.” 
Perplexities In Procurement 


A statement from and testimony about a for­ 
mer Pentagon official add damning new evi­ 
dence to the case against questionable military 
spending practices. 
A few day s ago, Robert H. Charles, who used 
to be assistant secretary of the Air Force for 
installations and logistics, admitted that fear of 
an adverse effect on the stock market position 
of Lockheed Aircraft Corp. was a factor in the 
withholding of public announcement of 
a huge 
cost increase in the C-5A program. 


THE ADMISSION came as Mr. Charles was 
questioned about the April 1968 handling of the 
incident involving the $5.2-billion jet transport 
project. 
Lockheed was ex ceeding its contract ceiling 
costs by $409 million. 
If the Defense Department had decided not to 
ex ercise its option to purchase 23 more of the 
large transports after the first 53 were pr> 
duced, Lockheed would have absorbed the $409- 
million ex cess. 
Sen. William Prox mire, D-Wis., has asked the 
Securities and Ex change Commission (SEC) to 
investigate the stock market protection angle in 
the matter to determine if any irregularities oc­ 
curred. 
Another controversial procurement case in­ 
volving Mr. Charles has to do with the fate of 
the F111B plane. 
Gordon W. Rule, director of procurement con­ 
trol of the Office of Naval Material Command, 
testified before a House committee this week 
that Charles arranged, on his own, to quietly 


drop the F111B project and thereby spare Gen­ 


eral Dy namics Corp. a good-sized financial pen­ 
alty . 


Mr. Rule said the company was clearly in de­ 
fault on the contract for the Navy version of 
the TFX fighter-bomber but the agreement of­ 
fered by Mr. Charles left the government hold­ 
ing the bag for the ex pensive failure. 
Time and again instances of high costs, low 
quality and late deliveries are uncovered in de­ 
fense projects without any high-level action 
being taken to safeguard against inex cusable 
recurrences. 


THE GOVERNMENT cannot make ex cuses 
by pointing accusing fingers at the companies. 
The government has to sign the contracts and it 
certainly has enough employ es to make sure 
the tax pay er is getting a fair break. 
We are in agreement with the concluding por­ 
tion of Mr. Rule’s testimony concerning the at­ 
titude of contractors: 
“No matter how poor the quality , how late 
the product and how high the cost, they know 
nothing will happen to them. Until or unless 
this climate is changed, there will be little or 
no improvement in our procurements.” 
It is up to the federal government to change 
the climate.

If and when an Ohio constitutional amend­ 
ment barring judges over 70 y ears of age ever 
is challenged in the U.S. Supreme Court some 
of the justices of that august body may have 
strong opinions on the issue. Chief Justice War­ 
ren is 78, Justice Black is 83, Douglas, 71 and 
Harlan 70. 


Speaking of age, that was an interesting final 
game between the two best pro basketball 
teams in the U.S. 
the Boston Celtics and the 
Los Angeles Lakers, which the Celtics won 108 
to 106. The Celtics average 32 y ears old and the 
Lakers 30. Bill Russell, the superstar play er- 
coach of the championship Celtics, is 35. Oh my 
achin’ back. 


It probably doesn’t have any thing to do with 
Life magazine's sensational stories about Ohio 
Gov. Rhodes and Justice Fortas but it might be 
noted that shortly before Life ran the stories it 
was reported that profits of Time, Inc., Life’s 
owner, were slipping.

Tripping Up Ted Kennedy

WASHINGTON - When Barry Goldwater 
Senior asked Barry Goldwater Junior what he 
could do for him during the son's race for Con­ 
gress, the 30-y ear-old candidate advised: 
“Send me money and stay 
out of California.” 
The junior senator from Ar­ 
izona, chuckling all the while, 
told me that's ex actly what 
he did — ex cept for a short 
personal mission which took 
him to the state. 
“Now there are two of us,” 
s a y s 
the 
once-upon-a-time 
presidential candidate, “and I 
don’t know if Washington can 
stand it but we’ll sure try to make a go of it.” 
Mr. Goldwater was not the only one who sent 
along some money . A modest sum came from a 
comparatively new political fraternity called 
BIPAC — Business-Industry Political Action 
Committee. They wanted the 30-y ear-old Gold­ 
water because they believe he’s “intelligently 
conservative and objectively business-oriented.” 
And that’s BIPAC’s bag, as the new universi­ 
ty English has it. BIPAC’s 50-man board of 
directors, headquartered in New York City , be­ 
lieves it has the same inherent civil right to 
campaign for a business-oriented Congress as 
the AFL-CIO Committee on Political Education 
has to campaign for liberal and labor control of 
the national legislature. 


SO BIPAC IS RAISING a million-dollar cam­ 
paign fund to back up its sentiments. 
“We have no reason to conceal any thing,” 
say s BIPAC’s small band of cool strategists. 
“ We give the money and the local business 
community buy s broadcast time or door beil 
ringers, or spends it in any fashion it believes 
will 
help 
the 
business-oriented 
candidates. 
We’re out in the open. We report the contribu­ 
tions. 
“ We have spent most of our time ex plaining 
to business leaders what BIPAC is. Now they 
know. They are in politics. Ours is a low visibil­ 
ity growth compared to labor’s COPE. But we 
are in politics to stay . And we must be doing 
something right. We’ve had inquiries from busi­ 
nessmen as far off as Italy and Japan, and as 
near as Canada, asking how we do it.” 
For BIPAC, 1969 is only the y ear of the politi­ 
cal heats. The 1970 big congressional race is the 
thing on which to spend that million dollars. 
BIPAC’s low-voiced, s o f t -s e 11 politicalized 
businessmen have done their homework. 
They believe that a shift of four Senate seats 
can tie up the tallies in the upper house and 
give Vice President Agnew the tie-breaking 
vote on organization in January of ’71. That 
could give powerful committee chairmen to the 
Republicans and President Nix on in the second 


half of the presidential term. 
BIPAC’s businessmen note, too, that many in­ 
timates and political allies of Ted Kennedy will 
be running in ’70 for reelection or for higher of­ 
fice. 
And BIPAC wants to trip them up before the 
main dash in ’72. 


THERE IS, FOR EXAMPLE, the 34-y ear-old 
Congressman John Tunney , son of the ex -heavy ­ 
weight world champ Gene Tunney . By 1970 he 
will have three terms behind him. The first 
time on the hustings he had Ted Kennedy with 
him. And that brought in the votes. Now Mr. 
Tunney plans to run against Republican Sen. 
George Murphy , who’ll be 68 by campaign time 
nex t y ear. This is an election into which the 
businessmen of BIPAC plan to move. 
There’s also Ted Kennedy ’s good friend, Sen. 
Joseph Ty dings of oy ster-laden Mary land. His 
term is up in ’70. BIPAC would like to make 
that permanent — and will try . 
One of the shaky ones, BIPAC believes, is 
Sen. Charles Goodell, whom Gov. Nelson Rocke­ 
feller appointed to complete Bob Kennedy ’s 
term. What is referred to, often in awe, as the 
Kennedy machine, is being primed to run the 
energetic, though still little-known, y oung sena­ 
tor into permanent obscurity . BIPAC will make 
its “ modest contribution” in that New York race 
too, say the business leaders, who are for Mr. 
Goodell’s election, though they consider him 
now more liberal than he was in the House of 
Representatives 


THEY RECKON, as they make the rounds of 
major cities for conferences with business lead­ 
ers. that the Kennedv machine would be consid­ 
erably slowed down if it were beaten in a series 
of such races where defeat of “ a friend of 
Ted’s” would be publicly and widely interpreted 
as a defeat for the y oung man from Massachu­ 
setts. 
As for control of the Senate, this is possible 
because BIPAC considers many of the party « 
term-enders quite vulnerable. Among those who 
will be fought by the businessmen’s Political 
Action Committee are Senators Tom Dodd, Hol­ 
land. Hartke, Ty dings, Hart, Cannon, Williams, 
Montoy a, Burdick, Young, Gore, Yarborough, 
Moss, and McGee. 
All are intense liberals ex cept for Sen. Hol­ 
land of Florida. But he will be 78 by campaign 
time and may retire. 
BIPAC, in whose headquarters there never Is 
the voluble aggressiveness of labor’s COPE, 
would like to retire the rest. That would give 
the Barry Goldwaters a lot more company . And 
it would make things more comfortable for 
Richard Nix on too. 
It does look like Barry Goldwater J r.’s suc­ 
cessful race against not only his opponent but 
also labor’s heavily mobilized forces was a 
preview of the big shows in ’70 and ’72.

Voting 
Restrictions 


WASHINGTON — There are approx imately 
120 million men and women of voting age 5n 
America, but 48 million of them -or 40 per cent 
-did not vote in the 1968 presidential election 
It is estimated that at least 5 million who did 
not vote were ineligible because of state laws 
requiring that they must have lived in the state 
for various specified periods of time before they 


can register or vote. 
It is beginning to look now as if the residence 
requirements of the states may be invalidated. 
There are cases pending involving this very is­ 
sue and these will be decided by the Supreme 
Court in the term which begins nex t October. 
The issue arises because a recent decision by 
the high court declared unconsitutional any res­ 
idence requirement before a person is permit­ 
ted to receive welfare assistance. 
This has 
strengthened the belief that such a qualification 
will also be wiped out when it comes to deter­ 
mining eligibility for voting. 
Justice Brennan, who wrote the majority 
opinion in the welfare case, said the effect of 
the waiting period is to create two classes of 
needy resident families, indistinguishable from 
each other ex cept one has lived within a partic­ 
ular state for a y ear or more and the other for 
less than a y ear. 
This was held to constitute a discrimination 
which denies the latter “equal protection of the 
laws.” 
It was in a dissenting opinion, written by 
Chief Justice Warren, that the question of resi­ 
dence requirements for voting was also raised. 
He said: 
“The court’s decision reveals only the top of 
the iceberg. Lurking beneath are the multitude 
of situations in which states have imposed resi­ 
dence requirements including eligibility to vote, 
to engage in certain professions or occupations 
or to attend a state-supported university . 
“Although the court takes pains to avoid ac­ 
knowledging the ramifications of its decision, 
its implications cannot be ignored . . . 
“If a state would vio’ate equal protection by - 
deny ing welfare benefits to those who have re­ 
cently moved interstate, then it would appear to 
follow that equal protection would also be de­ 
nied by depriving those who have recently 
moved interstate of the fundamental right to 
vote.” 
Many people will wonder why residence re­ 
quirements have been imposed at all on persons 
who are otherwise qualified to vote. The citizen 
theoretically has a right to go to the polls any ­ 
where to choose a president of the United 
States. The mere fact that he has changed his 
home address doesn not alter the rights of citi­ 
zenship. 
But residence has been considered a “qualifi­ 
cation” for voting as the term is used in the 
Constitution and the supposition has been that 
only an amendment to the Constitution could 
change the rule. 
While millions of persons did not vote in 1968 
even though they were eligible, a great number 
never fail to ex ercise their privilege of casting 
ballots for federal, state and city officials. 
It would not be surprising if, in the 1972 elec­ 
tion, a substantial increase will be noted in the 
number who are permitted to vote as the resi­ 
dence requirements of the states may be 
erased. 
Most states have absentee ballots available 
but the red tape invoved in using them has dis­ 
couraged voters. The ballot in some states has 
to be taken to a notary public for an affidavit 
to be taken to a 
notary public for an affidavit 
to be signed. In 1968, a million otherwise eligi­ 
ble voters failed to obtain absentee ballots. 
Sickness or disability prevented 7 million from 
going to the polls. 
Even if the voting age were lowered through­ 
out the country to 18, it is questionable whether 
the y ounger group, between the ages of 18 and 
21, would send to 
the polls even the 
60 per cent 
of those of voting age who cast ballots in the 
last presidential election. 
One of the principal reasons for the low per­ 
centage of actual voting by those of voting age 
is the fact that many individuals forget to regis­ 
ter or are not informed of registration dates. 
While some organizations devote themselves 
to the task of persuading potential voters to 
register, too large a percentage do not take the 
time to do so, though many states do not re­ 
quire registration every y ear. 
TTiere is certainly a need for organization 
work to be done in the communities in order to 
persuade more people of voting age to go to the 
polls.
